♦ Bureau Chief’s Report

three open files currently pending and violations are being posted on the Division’s website.

♦ Administrator’s Report 

Economy – Kelly Pearce to meet with city and county officials in Eastern Idaho; assessing 
what they anticipate will happen with the construction industry in their areas. 
 
CAS – The Division is in the testing process.  The anticipated implementation date is the end 
of August to the end of September.  It is projected the first part of 2009 the industry to utilize 
CAS.  The Division will sponsor training sessions throughout the State. 
 

♦ 3rd Party Guarantor Agreement 
The 3rd Party Guarantor Agreement took effect in 2007 and is an out-growth of the previous 
indemnifier provisions that were in the PWCL Laws and Rules.   
 
The 3rd Party Guarantor Agreement is where the third-party guarantor agrees to assume 
financial responsibility for payment of any obligations. 
 

ACTION:  Counsel to look at the 3rd Party Guarantor Agreement; bringing back any suggestions 
to the October 6th Board meeting.
